Englishman 
Favors  Strong 
World  Power 

Oxford  Scholar 
Says  Balance 
Invites  War 


There  must  be  an  unbalanced  pow¬ 
er  in  the  world  if  we  ever  have  se¬ 
curity  and  peace  among  nations. 

This  idea  was  advocated  by  Mr. 
F.  F.  Figgures,  overseas  secretary  of 
the  British  League  of  Nations  Un¬ 
ion,  and  Oxford  scholar,  who  spoke 
Wednesday. 

According  to  Figgures  war  is  made 
possible  by  a  national  sovereign 
state.  So  long  as  the  world  Is  divi¬ 
ded  up  into  political  units,  he  said, 
we  shall  not  abolish  war. 

"All  countries  seek  security,”  he 
continued,  “but  that  does  not  neces¬ 
sarily  mean  they  desire  peace.  What 
they  do  want  is  national  security. 
Forcing  the  Czechs  under  the  Ger¬ 
man  rule  is  not  an  example  of  na¬ 
tional  security.” 

“A  balance  of  power  invites  war,” 
he  declared. 

League  Makes  Unbalance 

Substantially  the  league  of  na¬ 
tions  is  intellectually  undef eatable, 
Figgures  explained.  The  league  pre¬ 
serves  peace  through  an  unbalance 
of  power.  The  league  has  failed, 
however,  because  England  refused  to 
grasp  leadership  in  the  league 
grant  by  the  United  States’  Con¬ 
gress  after  the  Great  War.  We 
have  now  abandoned  the  league  sys¬ 
tem,  but  have  nothing  to  take  its 
place. 

Spain  Vital  State 

Figgures  concluded  his  lecture  by 
showing  how  the  group  of  nations 
which  gain  the  upper  hand  in  Spain 
will  be  the  dominant  power  in  Eur¬ 
ope.  If  Germany  and  Italy  control 
Spain,  he  concluded,  they  will  be 
in  .  a  position  to  dictate  to  England 
and  France. 

"The  glimmer  of  hope  is  that 
France  and  England  will  gain  a 
diplomatic  victory  over  the  dicta¬ 
torship  powers,  and  their  strength 
lies  in  a  League  of  Nations  or  a 
strong  alliance. 

Mr..  Figgures  talked  also  to  Col¬ 
lege  classes, .on  Wednesday.

entire  community  and  not  merely 
the  children  they  teach  was  im¬ 
pressed  upon  the  teachers  in  a  talk 
by  Dr.  E,  O.  Melby,  dean  of  the 
school  of  education,  Northwestern 
university. 

He  spoke  before  more  than  500 
teachers,  students  and  fnculty  Sat¬ 
urday  morning  in  the  College  aud¬ 
itorium. 

Dr.  Melby  urged  the  instructors  to 
identify  themselves  more  closely 
with  the  community  in  which  they 
leach  in  order  to  learn  the  needs  of 
their  pupils.  "This  is  the  only  way 
in  which  we  can  create  a  more  dy¬ 
namic  elementary  sohool,"  lie  do- 
clned. 

Learn  By  Doing 

The  principles  of  honesty  cannot 
be  taught  by  talking  about  it,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Dr.  Melby’s  theory,  neith¬ 
er  can  the  principle  of  kindness.  He 
urged  the  teachers  to  live  these 
principles  themselves,  and  make 
them  workable  in  the  school  life  of 
the  children.  "They  learn  by  doing," 
he  said. 

Applying  this  idea  to  higher  edu¬ 
cation,  Dr.  Melby  praised  the  Col¬ 
lege  NYA  projeot,  predicting  a  new 
trend  of  education  that  will  be  na¬ 
tion-wide  as  a  result.  Working  for 


their  education,  and  the  work  be¬ 
coming  an  integral  part  of  the 
students’  dally  lives,  he  believes  is 
the  secret  of  this  new  trend. 

Predicts  Big  Success 

He  referred  to  the  project  as  "a 
break  from  tradition,”  and  added* 
•T  am  afraid  it  will  be  so  successful 
it  will  show  up  the -rest  of  the 
schools.” 

Dr.  Melby  spoke  again  at  a 
luncheon  for  elementary  schoof 
principals  held  at  noon  in  the 
South  Methodist  flats. 

Addresses  in  the  afternoon  were 
given  by  Dr,  Russell  E.  Jones,  exec¬ 
utive  secretary  of  the  board  of  ed¬ 
ucational  examiners  at  Des  Moines, 
and  A.  F,  Elsea,  rural  supervisor  of 
the  state  department  of  education 
at  Jefferson  City. 

At  a  department  meeting  of 
teachers  held  Saturday,  Dr.  Henry 
Foster  of  the  College  sociology  de¬ 
partment  stressed  the  point  that 
education  should  work  towards  the 
ideal  individual  and  the  Ideal  so¬ 
ciety. 

Dr.  J.  W.  Jones,  dean  of  the  fao- 
ulty,  said  this  week  that  the  coop¬ 
eration  of  the  students  and  faculty 
with  the  conference,  was  appreci¬ 
ated.  _ jj

Every  citizen  has  the  possibility  of  becoming  a 
good  citizen;  lie  "lias  also  the  possibility  of  becoin: 
ing  a  bad  citizen.  What  each  citizen  becomes,  in 
fact  is  due  laH^eTy  to  the  forces  which  enter  his 
life.  Some  o|  thp  things  which  tend  to  produce 
good  citizensliip  are:  the  prevalence  of  high  ideals, 
intelligent  public  opinion;  good  associates,  good 
schools,  appreciation  of  the  good  citizen  and  con¬ 
demnation  ofihe'bad,  punishment  of  lawbreakers, 
and  opportunities  for  successful,  happy  life. 

A  poor  example  of  citizenship  is  shown  in  tlje 
destruction  ok  public  property.  Through  sheer 
carelessness  public  property  is  often  destroyed,  or 
mutilated  until  its  usefulness  is  lost;.  A  glaring 
example  is  the  breaking  of  chairs  in  the  library. 
Several  have  been  broken  unti  l  they  are  beyond  re¬ 
pair. 

Vandalism  of  public  property  seems  to  be  typ¬ 
ical  of  one  side  of  the  American  character.  We- 
seem  incapable  of  bearing  in  mind  an  idea  pf  de¬ 
cency  in  the  abst  ract.  We  treat  our  own.  property 
with  respect  because  we  know  what  it  cost  and- 
what  it  would  cost  to  replace  it.  When  we  are 
guests  we  treat  our  host’s  property  with  respect, 
but  if  he  is  unknown  and  not  at  hand  to  watch,  its. 
we  concede  him  no  rights  whatever  We  are  cab 
lous  to  the  idea  that  things  ought!  not  to  be  de¬ 
stroyed,  no  mat  ter  who  owns  l hem- or  who  will  use 
them. 

When  we  use  those  chairs  in.  the  library  we 
are  the  guests  of  the  public,  and  we  should  have 
enough  regard  for  the  Host  not  to  destroy  his  prop¬ 
erty.  We  vise  .public  property  in  common  with 
many  other  people  and  should  have  a  thought  to 
the  comfort  of  others.  We  should  understand  and 
remember  that  consideration  is  due  as  much  to  an 
absent  or  public  host  as  to  a  present  or  private 
one.  .1.

Books  in  Review 


BENJAMIN  FRANKLIN,  By  Carl 
Van  Doren.  New  York:  The  Viking 
Press.  1938.  $3.75. 

Mr.  Van  Doren  has  written,  this, 
complete  biography,  which  is  based 
upon  ten  years  of  study  and  research 
of  Franklin’s  own  writings  and  doc¬ 
uments.  Much  research  was.  required 
for  the  part  of  his.  life  not  included, 
in  Franklin’s  Autobiography.  Some 
ot  the  material  by  Mr.  Van  Doren 
has  never  been:  used,  before.  Al¬ 
though  taking  into  account  the.  sit- 
uations-and  times  in  which  he  lived, 
the  book  is  first  of  all  a  study  of 
Franklin  as  a  man,  aigl  not  '“A 
treasure  shut  up  in  a  saving  bank.” 
The  book  is  written,  for  our  genera- 
t  ion. 

In  the  Saturday  Review  of  Lit¬ 
erature,  October  8,  1938,  Mr.  Crane 
Briton  in  reviewing  the  book  coim 
meats: 

“The  book  makes  splendid, 
leisurely  reading,  following  down  all: 
the  highroads  and  all  the  little  lanes 
of  Frankiu.’s  varied  life.  It  has  none 
of  the  panting  immediacy,  the  melo¬ 
drama  with  which  some  biographers 
try  to  spice  their  books,  nor  is  it 
‘epic’  in  the  cheap  sense  the  word 
seems  to  have  acquired.  Mr.  Van. 
Doren  even  leaves  the  epigrams  and- 
tho  aphorisms  to  Franklin  himself, 
who  borrowed  or  invented  enough 
to  make  a  fortune  for  a  dozen*  ordi¬ 
nary  writers. 

The  book  is  interesting  enough 
to  lie  road,  steadily  and  consecutive¬ 
ly.,  nnd,  something  rarer  and  more 
difficult  to  bring  off,  it  can  he  dip¬ 
ped  into,  hero  and  there,  as  you 
would  dip  into- Boswell.”

Harvard  Physicist 
Shuts  Laboratory 
To  Totalitarian 

.Cambridge,  Mass— ACP— Prof.  Per- 
vy  W.  Bridgman,  famed  Harvard 
j  University,  physicist,  has  shut  the 
[doors  of  his  laboratory  to  citizens  of 
■totalitarian  states  to  protest  the 
misuse  of  science  by  the  dictator- 
controlled  nations. 

In  a-  “Manifesto  by  a  Physicist” 
published  in  the  official-  journal  of 
the  American  Association  for  the 
Advancement  of-  Science,  the  lead- 
ling  scientist  deolared: 
j  "I-  have  decided  from  now  on  not 
[to  show  any  apparatus  or  discuss 
'my  experiments  with  the  citizens  of 
[any  totalitarian  State.  A-  citizen  of 
[such  a  State  is  no  longer  a  free  in¬ 
dividual;  but  he  may  be  compelled 
'to  engage  in  any  activity  whatever 
to  advance  the  purpose  of  that 
State.  The  purposes,  of.  the  totali¬ 
tarian.  States  have  shown-  themsel¬ 
ves  to  be  in  irreconcilable  conflict 
[with  the  purposes  of.  free  States. 

“In  particular,  the  totalitarian 
[States-  do-  not  recognize-  that  the 
free,  cultivation  of-  scientific  knowl- 
[edge  for  its  own-  sake  is  a  worthy 
l  end-  of-  human  endeavor,  but  have 
jeommande'ered!  the  scientific  activi¬ 
ties  of  tlnlr.  citizens  to  serve  their 
■own  purposes. 

“These  States  have  thus  annulled 
-the  grounds  which  formerly  justi¬ 
fied-  and  made  a'  pleasure  of-  the 
fiee.  sharing,  knowledge  between  in- 
dividuals  of-  different  countries.  A 
self-respecting  recognition,  of  this 
altered  situation,  demands  that  this 
practice  be  stopped. 

"Cessation  of  scientific  inter¬ 
course  with  tho  totalitarian  States 
serves  the  double  purpose  of  mak¬ 
ing  more  diffioult  the  misuse  of 
‘scientific  information-  by  these 
States  and  of-  giving,  the  individual, 
opportunity  to  express  his  .abhorr¬ 
ence  of  their,  practices."

Student  Group 
Rejects  Social 
Committee  Report 

The  revisions  to  the  Constitution  of 
iiie  Student  Government  Association 
were  the  principle  Items  of  business 
transacted  nt  the  meeting  of  the 
meeting  of  the  Student  Senate  on. 
Tuesday  evening.  The  meeting, 
which  was  the  first  held- this,  quar¬ 
ter,  was  presided  over  by  Durwood 
Maxted,  Tabor,  la.,  vice-president 
of  tlie  Association. 

The  amendments  to  the  Consti¬ 
tution,  which  were  written-  by  a 
special  committe  working  with  Dr. 
Henry  A.  Foster,  chairman  of  the 
social  scionce  department,  were  read 
and  discussed  at  the  last  meeting 
of  the  Winter  quarter  and. were  pas¬ 
sed  upon  then.  The  Senate  proposed 
certain  changes  and  revisions  of 
the  original  draft  of  the  amend¬ 
ments  and  passed  them,  this  week. 
Tlio  entire  amendment  proposal  is 
printed  elsewhere  in  this  newspaper. 

Road  Amendments 

The  entire  student  body  has  been 
gsked  to  read  and  study  the  amend¬ 
ments  and  to  attend  the  meeting 
next  Wednesday  morning  at  which 
time  the  voting  on  these  amend¬ 
ments  will  be  done. 

The  report  of  the  Social  Commi¬ 
ttee  for  the  Christmas  Ball  was  re¬ 
jected  by  the  Senate  by  a  large  vote 
and  tlie  report  returned  to  the  com¬ 
mittee..  The  report  was  rejected  on 
the  grounds  that  it  was  incomplete, 
since  the  entire  financial  report  of 
the  past  quarter’s  activities  was  not 
included,  and  the  report  was  termed 
inaccurate  by  several  of  the  senat¬ 
ors.

It  IS  proposed  that  the  following 
Amendments  to  the.  Constitution  of 
the  .Student  Government  Association 
be  adopted, 

ARTICLE!,  I 

■  (modifies  Section  I  Article  V.) 
Section  1.  No  student  shall  be  Pres¬ 
ident  or  Vice-Presidept  who  shall,  not 
have  to  his  or  her  credit  nt  least 
fifty  semester  hours  of  College  work, 
at  least  thirty  hours,  of  which  .have 
been  done  in  residence  at  this  Col¬ 
lege,  and.  who  shall  not  in  scholastic 
standing  have  at  least,  as. many  honr 
or  points  os  semester  hours  of  credit 
attempted,  and  who  shall  not  have  j 
been  In  residenqe.  at  least  one-  quar¬ 
ter  Immediately  preceding  his  or  her 
election.  ,The  .Registrar,  of  the  Col¬ 
lege  shall  certify  to  eligibility  under 
these  .qualifications. 

(modifies  Section  2  Article  V.) 
Section  2.  No  student  shall  be  n 
member  of  the  Senate  who,  In  schol¬ 
astic  standing,  shall  noLhave  at  least 
as  many  Jionor  points  as  semester 
hours  of  credit  attempted,  and  who 
shall  not  have  been -In  residence  at 
least  one  quarter  Immediately  pre¬ 
ceding  that  in  which,  he  or  she.  is 
elected.  Tire  Registrar  of  the  College 
shall  certify  to  eligibility  under  these 
qualifications. 

(modifies  Section  2  Article  VI, 

&  part  of  Section  V) 

Section,  3. .  The  election  of  the  Pre¬ 
sident  .and  of  the  Vice-President 
shali.be- by.  the  ballots  of.  the  qualif¬ 
ied  voters  of  the  Student  Govern¬ 
ment  Association.  The  election  of  all 
members  of  the  Student  Senate  shall 
be  by.  ballo.ts.eie.ct  their  own  senators. 
All  these  elections,  save  as  provided 
in  section  .9  .  of  Article  VI  of  ,  this 
Constitution,  shall ,  be  held  in  the 
same  place,  and.  on  the  same  day, 
which  shall  be  within  the  six  school 
days  immediately  following  the  nom¬ 
inations  of  candidates  for  president 
and  vice-president.  A  majority  vote 
shall  .determine  election  to  fill  these 
respective  offices. 

(modifies  Section  3  Article  VI.) 
Section  4.  If  a  majority  of  legal 
voters  is  not  cast  for  one  of  tpe  can¬ 
didates  for  President  or  Vice-pres¬ 
ident  or  for  one  of  the  candidates 
for  the  Senate,  a  second  election,  an 
election  between  the  highest  two 
candidates  in  each  instance,  shall 
be  held  within  two  school  days  .after 
the  first  election.  The  principle,  of 
majority  rule  shall  hold  here  as  in 
the  first  election.  In,  case  of  a  second,, 
failure  shall  hoid  here  As  in  the  first 
election.  In  case  of  a  second 
failure,  to  elect,  a  third,  election  shall, 
be  held,  within,  two  school  days  af¬ 
ter  the  second,'  mider  majority  rule. 

ARTICLE.  II . 

(modifies  Section  1  Article  VI.) 
Section  1.  Students  desiring  to  file  as 
candidates  for  President  or  for  Vice- 
resident  of  the  Student  Government 
Association  must  do  so  with  the  Reg¬ 
istrar.. of  the  College  and  in  time 
to  meet  the  requirement  of  publish¬ 
ing  their  names  i  in  the  official  Col¬ 
lege 'paper  of 'the  week  Immediately 
preceding  the  nominating  convention 
which  is  to  be  held  during  the  second 
full  week  in  April.  In  this  convent¬ 
ion,  a  ma$s  studept  convention,  all 
individual  nomination  must  be  made 
Ifom  the  floqr,  and. in. speeches. pot 
tq  exceed  five  minutes  for  each,  and 
only  from  the  file  of  candidates  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  preceeding  College 
paper.  Nominations  shall  not  cease 
until  at  least  three,  candidates  have 
been,  named  for  president,  and  three 
fpr  vicer'presiednt,  this.  provision  to 
be  waiyed  in  the  vent  that  fewer 
than, three  names  have,  bqeri  filed  for 
these  respective,  offices,  Any  nominee 
may  \yi$bdrpi.w, .  from,  carididapy  at 
any  time  prior,  tq  the  day  of  election, 
(modifies  Section  3..(l-7)  Article  VI.) 
Section  2.  All  election  shall  bp  held 
according  to  the  following  regulat¬ 
ions: 

(a)  A  member  of  the  College  Faculty 

designated  by  the  chairman  of  the 
Social  Science  Department  .  and, 
known  as  the  Faculty  Ejection  Sup¬ 
ervisor,  shall  be  in  genpral  charge  of 
election,  the  Student  cooper¬ 

ating. 

(b) .  Election  shall  be  held  contin¬ 
uously  between  the  hours  of  8:00  A. 
M,  and  4:0f>  P.  M;  of  a  single  day, 
and  in  a  room  equipped  witli  voting 
booths  and  provided  by  the  Faculty 
flection  Supervisor,  arid  the  Senate. 

(c)  The  actual  voting  shall,  be  Under 
the  conduct  of  judges  and  <}ierks,  at 
least  two  of  each,  who  have  been 


designated  by  the  Faculty  Election 
Supervisor,, on,, the  basis  of.  their 
knowledge  or  experience,  or  bo|,h>  in 
governmqntal,. matters,  the  Senate 
cooperating  with  the  Supervisor  to 
the  end  that  the  result  be  a  wide¬ 
spread  and  correct  expression  of 
.student  opinion. 

(d)  Every  student,  excepting  only 
students  of  the  Short  Course,  whose 
name  If  found  on  tlie  up-to-date 
official  list,  arranged  by  classes  and 
furnished  in  duplicate  by  the  Reg¬ 
istrar  of  the  College,  shall,  upon 
presentation  of  his  or  her  signed 
activity  ticket  at  the  polls,  be  per¬ 
mitted  to  vote  by  tlie  principle  of  the 
“single  ballot." 

(e)  No  unusual  noise,  boisterous  con¬ 
duct  or  lobbying  shall  be  allowed 
within  fifty  feet  of  the  polls.  It  Is 
the  privilege,  If  not  the  solemn  duty, 
of  every  Faculty  member,  of  every 
member  of  the  Student  Government 
Association  and  especially  of  tlie  of- 
flcais  of  the  latter,  to  aid  in  making 
such  referendums  models  of  govern¬ 
mental  procedure  rightfully  expected 
of  those  who  aspire  to  teach  future 
citizens. 

If)  Blank  ballots  with  names  of  can¬ 
didates  arranged  nlphabetlcally 
thereon,  the  ballots  themselves  being 
numbered  consecutively,  and  a  ballot 
box  equipped  with  an  effective  look 
shall  be  provided  by  the  Senate.  The 
voter  at  the  polls  shall  receive  one 
ballot  from  one  of  the  .judges,  pro¬ 
ceed  at  once  to  the  election  booth, 
there  alone, prepare,  the  ballot,  and 
Immediately  deliver,  it  tq,  the,  re¬ 
ceiving  judge  who  shall  deposit  it 
in  the  ballot-box  which  ,thrqvigh-out 
the  polling  hours  .and  the  counting  of 
the  ballots  there-after,  shall  be  in 
the  secure  custody  of  the  judges,  the 
Faculty ,  Electlpp  Supervisor  cooper¬ 
ating.  Two  clerks,  each  with,  a  sep¬ 
arate  official  student  11s, t,  shall  keep 
duplicate  records  of  the  voting  by 
placing  opposite  the  name  of  each 
voter,  as  caiied  by  tlie  receiving 
judge,  the  same  number  carried  by 
that  ballot. 

The  judges,  shall  immediately  after 
the  polls  have  closed  count  the  bal¬ 
lots  and  report  tlie  results  to  the 
Senate  with  whom  they  will  intrust 
the  old  ballots. 

If  during  the  process  of  the  voting 
or  counting  the  ballots,  any  quest-' 
ion  or  irregularity  should  arise,  not 
covered  by  tlie  Constitution  or  By- 
Laws,  the  judges  assisted  by  the 
clerks,  if  necessary  to  reach  an  ag¬ 
reement,  shall  determine  the  matter; 
(addition) 

Section  3.  The  penalty  for  illegal  vot¬ 
ing  and  for  acts  definitely  designed 
to  thwart  honest  elections  shall  be, 
when  such  offenses  have  been  satis¬ 
factorily  proved  to  the  ’  Student  J 
Senate,  denial  of  the  persons  so 
charged  the  right  to  vote  for  such 
a  period  as  said  Student  Senate  may 
decide. 

Section  4.  If  in  case  election  dis¬ 
crepancies  or  delinquencies  are  such 
as  not  to  be  satisfactorily  delt  with 
Otherwise  under  the  Constitution  and  | 
By-Laws,  the  Senate  with  the  Fac¬ 
ulty  Election  Supervisor  concurring,  I 
may  declare  the  election  void  and 
ball  another.
